Before Connecting the SATA Cable 

Some computer models will have color coded SATA connectors on the system 
board. These connectors estabUsh the primary and secondary SATA controllers 
and determine the boot priority of each SATA hard drive. Connect the SATA data 
cable to the appropriate color coded SATA connector on the system board.
